During  the  year  all  of  them 
have  been  qualified  Midwives  and  under  the  supervision  (as  far  as 
Midwifery  is  concerned)  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
No  Infectious  Disease  can  be  nursed  in  the  Home  by  these  Nurses. 

(3)  Laboratory  Facilities  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council. 


Practically  the  whole  of  the  population  contributes  to  the 
Hospitals  on  the  Penny  in  the  Pound  principle. 

Recommends  are  thus  easy  to  get  for  all  classes  of  Hospital 
treatment,  including  massage  and  X-ray.  There  is,  however,  at 
practically  all  of  them  except  the  Alma  Road  (Public  Assistance) 
one  a  dong  waiting  list  for  beds. 

(5)  There  are  no  Maternity  or  Nursing  Homes  in  the  area. 
Maternity  cases  are  arranged  for  by  the  County  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Since  the  Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water  Board  have  been 
supplying  the  higher  parts  of  the  Town  conditions  have  been  satis¬ 
factory.  There  are  still  a  few  outlying  houses  which  have  a  “  well  ’’ 
supply. 

The  major  supply  to  the  Town  is  from  Sheffield  per  the  Rother¬ 
ham  Rural  District  Council. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Sewage  disposal  during 
the  year.  It  remains  satisfactory  and  capable  of  dealing  with  a 
much  larger  volume. 

Schools— 

There  are  two  large  modern  Schools,  an  infant  School,  a 
Grammar  School  and  one  older  Church  School  in  the  Town.  The 
Sanitary  accommodation  of  the  four  former  is  excellent  and  the 
latter  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  1936  there  were  202  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified.  This 
year  (1937)  24  cases  only.  In  1935  there  were  99. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Diphtheria  cases  have  risen  from  15  in 
1935  and  7  in  1936  to  45  in  1937,  of  these  45  however  none  have 
died. 


122  children  were  inoculated  at  the  Schools  as  a  preventative 
to  Diphtheria  and  a  good  many  by  private  practitioners. 

Pneumonia’s  have  mcreasedto  16as  against6in  1936  and  account 
for  6  deaths  out  of  the  total  of  8  from  notifiable  Infectious  Disease
